OUR RUBLIC LANDS. 
As detailed in last Sunday 's D e m ­ 


oc r at , a strong effort is being made 
by citizens of what is known as 
*'the Ozark region" of this state to 
induce the gov ernment to encourage 
railroad building in that section bv 
granting gov ernment lands to the 
comp anies building such roads. 
A counter mov e is being made at 
Washington to hav e these lands p ut 
up on the market for sale to sp ecu­ 
lators, and commenting up on this 
mov ement, the 
Versailles Leader 
say s: 
“ This smacks ol a scheme in the 
interest of sp eculators, who, if the 
bill introduced should become a 
law, 
would doubtless gobble up 
these lands in large blocks at a 
v ery small p rice p er acre. Why not, 
if these lands will not be taken up 
by the i oDle, give some of them 
to ¿lid la the construction of rail­ 
roads through this barren waste. 
Railroads will dev elop and settle 
the country up with 
p rogressiv e 
and p rosp erous citizens and then 
there will be amp le acreage of gov ­ 
ernment land left for entry by the 
p eop le. 
“ Such a mov e is now on foot 
looking to the disp osition of gov ­ 
ernment lands in the Ozark regions 
of Missouri. 
Within this territory 
are v ast resources of timber and 
minerals that will nev er be reached 
or utilized without railroad trans­ 
p ortation. Dev elop ed, they become 
a source of v ast rev enue to the state 
and counties, but this can nev er be 
until some way is dev ised to induce 
the building of roads. 
The cost of 
building is such that cap ital with­ 
out encouragement is deterred from 
making the attemp t. 
“ The Leader is not much in fa­ 
v or of subsidies, and nev er was, 
but in this case we ap p ear to be 
'confronted with 
a condition and 
not a theory ;' hence, we say , give 
some of the gov ernment lands in 
Missouri ly ing useless to railroad 
building and the big remainder will 
be reclaimed to the great adv antage 
of the people and the state." 
Ordinarily the D e m oc r at is op­ 
posed to land grants to railroads.
